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FC Anarchist Terror Group

This is a message from the terrorist group FO.. To proye its authenticity 
we give our identifying number (to be kept secret): (omitted) 

We blew up Thomas Mosser last December because he was a Burston-Marsteller 
executive. Among other misdeeds, Burston-Marsteller helped Exxon clean up 
its public image after the Exxon Valdez incident. But we attacked Burston- 
Marsteller leas for its specific misdeeds than on general principles. Bure 
s ton-Marsteller is about the bissest organization the publio relations 
field. This means that its business is the development of techniques for 
manipulating people's attitudes. It mas for this more than for its actions 
in specific cases that we sent a bomb to an executive of this company. 

Some news reports have made the misleading statement that we have been 
attacking universities or scholars. We have nothing agaimst universities or 
scholars as suche. All the university people whom we have attacked have been 
specialists in » (We consider certain areas of applied psy- 
chology, such as behavior modification, to be technical fields.) We woulda 
not want anyone to think that we have any desire to hurt professors who study 
archaeology, history, literature or harmless stuff like that. The a wa 
are out to get are the scientists and engineers, especially in oritica 
fields like computers and genetios. As for the bomb planted in the Business 
Sohoo1 at the U. of Utah, that was a botched operation.. We won't say how or 
why it was botched because we don't want to give the FBI any clues. No one 
was hurt by that bomb. 


In our previous letter to you we called ourselves anarchiate. Singe an- 
archist" is a vegue word that has been applied to a variety of attitudes, 
further explanation is needed. We gall ourselves anarchists because wa 
would like, ideally, to break down all society into very small, completely . 
autonomous units. Regrettably, we don't see any clear road to this goal, 86 
vs leave it to the indefinite future, Our more immediate goal, whioh we 
think may be attainable at some time during the next several decades, is the 
destruction of the worldwide industrial system. Through our bombings ve 
hope to promote social instability in industrial society, propana ie anti- 
industrial ideas and give encouragerent to those who hate the industrial 
system. 

The FBI has tried. to portray these bombings es the work of an isolated 
nut. We won't waste our time arguing about whether we are nuts, but ve oor- 
tainly are not isolated. For security reasons re won't reveal the number of 
members of our group, but anycne who will read the anarchist aná radical 
environmentalist journals will see that opposition to the industrisl-teahno- 
legical system is widespread and growing. 

hy do we announce our goals only now, though we made our first bomb some 
seventeen years ago? Our early bombs rere too ineffectual to attract much 
public attention or give encouragement to those who hate the system. We 
found by experience that gunpowder bombs, if smell enough to be carried än- 
conspicuously, vers too feeble to do much damage, so we took a gouple of 
years off to do some experinenting. de learned how to make pipe un bombs 
that. ware powerful enough, and ve used these in a couple of successful bomb- 
ings as well as in some unsuocessful ones. Unfortunately we discovered that 
these bomba would not detonate sonaistently when made with three-quarter inch 
ateel water pips. They did seem to detonate consistently when made with 
massively reinforced one inch steel water pipe, but a bomb of this type made 
a long, heavy package, too conspicuous and suspicious looking for our liking. 

Bo we went baok to work, and after a long period of experimentation we 
developed a type of bomb that does not require a pipe, but is set off by a 
detona tin cap that oonaists of a chlorate explosive packed into a piece of 
small diameter copper tubing. (The detonating cap is a miniature pipe bomb.) 
e used bomba of this tyre to blow up the genetis engineer Charies Epatein 
aud the computer specialist David Gelernter. We did use a chlorate pipe 
bomb to blow up Thomas Losser because ve happened to have ü plese of ligat. 
weit aluminum pipe that wae juat right for the Job. The Gelarnter and 
Epstein boxbings were not fatal, but tho tosser bombing was fatal even though 
a smaller anyuni of explosive waa ugad. Wo think this sas bruause tha tyra 
of framientavion material that we uzod in tne Yosser boabing la novo erfonnte 
Sve tuan wiat we've used proviously. a 
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free of limitations on the size and shapes of our bombs. We are pretty sure 
we know how to inorease the power of our explosives and reduce the number of 
batteries needed to set them off. And, na w3've juat indicated, wa think we 
nos have more effective fraguentation material. Zo ws expeet to ve avis to 
pacz deadly bouos into aver smaller, lighter and wore narmless lovklag pack- 
ages. On the cther nand, we belleve we will be able to make bomba much bigger 
than any we've mads before. Vita a briefouse-fuli or a suiteasa-fuli of ex- 
plesives we should be ables to blow out the walls of substantial vuildinxs. 

Clearly we are in a position to dan do a great deal of damaye. And it doesn't 
appear that the PIT is going to catch us any time scon. The FDI ia a joke, 

The people who are pushing 211 this growth and progresa garbage deserve to 
be severely punisned. But our gosi is less to punish them than to propagate 
ideas. Anyhow we are getting tired of maxing bombs. It's no fun having to 
spend 311 your evenings and weekends preparing dangerous mixures, filing trig- 
gor mechanisms out of sereps of metal or searching the sierras for a place 
isolated enough to test 3 bomb. So we offer a bargain. 

Ye have a long articls, between 29,000 and 37,000 vorde, ù we want to have 
published. If you carr get lt publisned according to our requirements we will 
permanently deaist from terrorist activities. Iù must be pubilened in the New 
Yorx Times, Time cr Nevsweek, or in some other widely read, nationally distrib- 
uted periodisal. Because of its length we suppose it 7411 have to ba seriali- 
zed. Alternatively, lt can be published as a small bock, but the book must be 
well publicised and made available at a moderate price in bookstores nationwide 
and in at least some plases abroad. Whoever agressa to publlah the material 
will have exclusive riguts to reproduce 1% for a period of six montns and will 
be relecre to any profits they may meke from ite After six months from the 
first eppearunce cf the article or book it muat become public property, so that 
anyone cen reproduce or pubilen 2%. (Ir waterial is serialisad, first instal- 
ment becomes public property six months after appearance of first instalment, 
second instalment becomes public property six months after appearsnos of second 
instaiment, etce; Ye aust have the right to publish in the ¡ex York Tires, 
Time or Newsweek, each yoar for three years after the appesrande of our article 
or bock, three thousand words expanding or clarifying our materisl or rebut- 
ting critiíciams of 12. 

The article will not explicitly advccate violence. There will be an un- 
avoiceble inpiicaticn that we favor violence to the extent that it rey be nece- 
ssary; since we advocate eliminating industrial society and we ourselves have 
been using viclence to that end. But the article will not advocate viclenos 
explicitly, nor will 1% propose the overthrow of the United States Covernuent, 
nor will 13 contain obscenity or enything else thet you would te iikeiy to 
recerd as wuracceaprebkexfee uttacceptable for publication. 

How do you know that wo w211 keep our promise to desist from terrorism if 
our conditicns are mezi It wili ba to our advantage to keep our promise. he 
want to win acceptance for certain ideas. If we break our promise people will 
lose reepect for us and ac wili be 1688 likely to accept the ideas. 

Gur offer to desist from terrciíom is subjeot to three avalifications. 
First: Our promise to desist will not Lake effect until all parts of our arti- 
cle or book have appeared in print. Second: If the authorifgies should succeed 
in tracking ue dom and an attsupt 10 made to arrest any of us, or even to 
question us in connection with the bombings, wa reserve the right to usc vio- 
lenoe. Third: de distinguish between terrorism and sabotase. By terrorism 
ye mean actina sotivated by a desire to infiusnse the development sí a society 
and intended to cause Injury or death to human beings. By sabotage we nsan 
similarly motivated agtlons intended to destroy property witnout injuring fuman 
beings. Tba prpomias we offer 10 tc desist from terrorism. Ne reserve the 
richt. to enja.e in sabotaga. 
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thinking was crude. Over the years we have given as much attention to the 
development of cur idess ga to the development of bomba, and we now have 
seething saricus to za). And wa feel that just now the time ls rire for the 
crecentation of anti-induetrisi ideas. 

. Please see to it that the answer ts our offer is well publicized in the 
media so that we won't mias it. Be pura to tall us waers aad how owr 
material will he published ant how lone it will Waka to socear in print 
onas we have sent in the memuscriot. If the answer is satisfastory, we will 
finish typing the ranuseript and send it te you. If the answer is unsatis=- 
factory, we will atert building our next bob.

ae CONFIDENTIAL NOTE Sly 


Enclosed is a letter that presumably will require general discussion by 
the LWOD staff. But this confidential note contains material that should be 
known to as few people as possible. So whichever LWOD person opens this en- 
velope, he or she should hide this note and reveal ita existence to no one, 
except when absolutely necessary». Read the other material in this envelope 
before reading the reat of this confidentialuatax note. 


The material in this envelope conatitutes evidence in a. felony case, so 
LYOD might get in trouble if it doesn't tarz turn this stuff over to the FBT. 
It 13 always possible that your group may contain an FBI infiltrator who will 
report our letter to his bossea. And if you do publish our manuscript the 
FBI will know about it. So L¥OD may want to give these documents to the FBI 
n this conflaential note, which can safely he kept secret). 

This creates a possible problem, because the FBI will be able to confuse 
you or us by sending LYOD a fake manuscript or placing a fake ad in the SF 
Chronicle or soma such COINTELPRO trick. or the FBI may ask the Chronicle 
not to print your ad on the grounds that it would contribute to "criminal" 
activity. To get around that, we should have some completely confidential 
way of communicating. This can be established as follows. 

Place an ad in the classified section of the Los Angeles Times, classif- 
ication #1660, "Personal messages." The ad should preferably appear on May. 
9, 1995, but in any case leave a few days between the time when the Chronicle 
ad appears and the time when the LA Times ad appears». The ad should begin, 
“Dear Stargazer, the mystic numbers that control your fate are +...” and it 
should be signed "Numerologist." In between there will be a sequence of nume 
bers conveying a coded message. 

The code works this way. It will be a random number code and therefore une 
breakable. Use the series of random numbers that we have given on another 
sheet. Begin by encoding your message according to the following system: 

For A put 1, for B put 2, for O niz put 3, ete. up to 26 for Ze. For space 
between two words put 27, for period put 28, for noma put 29, for question 
mark put 30. When you have your message ceded by this system you will have 
a series of numbers that we can call the besig sequence. You then change the 
baslo sequence by adding to 1% the numbers of tho random sequence. To the 
first number of the basic sequence add the first number of the random se- 
quence, to the second number of the basic sequence add the second nunber of 
the random sequencs and so forth. Whenever tho sum is greater that 30, sub- 
tract 30 from it. The resulting sequence of numbers is what you publish in 
LA Times. Zee example on other sheet. 

In your godsd ad please give us an addrasa to which we can send you mege 
sages with assurance that they will be afaxendixsentidentiakx 
completely safe and confidential. (ïe won't send you any uncoded message 
that sould get you in trouble if it got into the wrong hands.) Alao please 
tell us in your coded ad whether your open ad in 37 Chronicle 1s authentic 
and can be taken at face valus. 

Your soded ad probably won't use up all tha numbers ef the random sequence. 
Save the rest cf the asquence in cass we want it fcr future use. NEVER USE 
ANY PART OF TEE RANDOM SEQUENCE TWICE. To de so would enable the FBI to 
decode the message. 

We give a separate, confideatiel identifying number fer verificaticn of 
any messages se May send yout 82771. 

Legally the FBI can't open first class mall without a warrant, but there's 
always a chance they might have opened the present envelope anyway, so this 
system of passing confidential messages isn't 100% secure.
